Vour own experience hath ſhewn you, with what ſucceſs * 255 
ligious principle may be inſtilled into the moſt depraved 
mind, and with what efficacy the grace of God counteracts 
evil principles and evil habits. For you have found that 
* the ſituation of infant- thieves is peculiarly adapted to diſ- 
poſe their minds to the reception of better habits*.” Remem- 
ber therefore, that if you would] be true to your own generous _ 
undertaking, reli igious inſtruction muſt be the firſt, not a ſe: 
condary object of your inſtitution. Nor muſt the maſters of 
the different trades be ſuffered ſo ſeverely to exact the chil- 
drens' labour, as to defraud them of the hours, that ſhould be 
daily allotted to devotion, nor of ſome time in every week, 
which, beſides the leiſure of the Sundays, ſhould be ſet apart 
for inſtruction. To educate the children to trades, is a wiſe, 
beneficial, neceſſary part of your inſtitution. But you will re- 
member, that the eternal intereſts of men far outweigh the ſe- 
cular; and the work of Religion, although the learning of i it 
require indeed a ſmaller portion of our time, is of higher ne- 
ceſſity, than any Trade. While your work is directed to theſe 
good ends, and conducted upon theſe godly principles, the 
bleſſing of God will aſſuredly crown your labours with ſueceſs. .
